Winnipeg, Aug. 10,’ 00. 

Fuller reports ci? the capture of Pie 
Tsang and the pursuit of the retreat- 
ing Chinese have been received. The 
alties are now moving on Yang Tsun, 
the Briflish, Americains and Japanese 
on‘one side of the river and the other 
foreigners along the opposite bank. 

Admiral Seymiour has decided to land 
3,009 British troops at Shanghai. ‘The 
French are opposing this course. 

A cable from Sir Claude Macdonald, 
dated Pekia, Aug. 3rd, was read in 
the House of ‘Commons. He reports 
that the rifle fire still continues. The 
killed number 60 and the wounded 110. 
Over 200 women are in the British le- 
gatioa. 

Field Marshall Count Van Walder- 
see, of the German army, is in com- 
mand of the allies relief forces. 

The aljies captured Yang Tsun on 
Aus. 6th. The casualties were \200 
mostly killed. The Americans lost 60. 
Yang Tsun is 18 miles from Tien Tsin. 
Li Hung Chang is in despair over the 
influence of the anti-foreign element 
in Pekin, and he is afraid to leave 
Shanghai. Messages were . received 
from the French and Austrian envoys 
at the capital. The text of the United 
States ultimatum to China is publisht 
ed. It is described by m British journ}+ 
al as “Idyllic diplomacy.”

On Thursday. last an attempt was 
made to assassinate the Shah of 
Persia, who is at present in Paris. 
About 9:15 the carriage of the 
Shah emerged from the court of the 
Sovereign’s palace with the Shah and 
his Grand Vizier seated inside opposite 
General Parent. The carriage hadi pro- 
feeded but a few yards when a man 
dressed as a laborer and wearing a 
beret sprung from between two auto- 
mobiles. He broke through the line of 
policemen, overturning a bicycle offi- 
cer, and jumped upon the royal car- 
riage step. In oue hand the man had 
aj cane, which he raised as though to 
gtrike. But his movement wag only 
intended to hide the real purpose. In 
the other hand he held a revolver. The 
aititerapted .  assassinatign there 
came to an end, for the Grand Vizier 
sitcuck the wealpan from the man’s 
hand, and at the same time officers 
caught his arm from behind and over+ 
powered him. A crowd of 500 people 
witnessed the attemygted Nassassina-~ 
tion and at once made a rush towards 
the would-be murderer. The police 
acting as guards of the Shah, however, 
prevented the mob from doing violence 
to the miscrennt. The prisoner was 
taken to ithe police station: The 
would-be assassin refused to give his 
reasons for wishing to murder the 
Shah. He is thought to be an Italian.

THE NORTHERN METROPOLIS. 

The “City on the Saskatchewan,” is 
no longer a magnified village. The 
etranger on the ‘streets of Edmonton 
twenty years hence will judge this city 
first by its buildings, second by its in- 
habitants, third by its institutions and 
fubjic works, What its citizens will 
ba in two decades is the promise of no 


man or corporation to decide. That 
must be left to natural laws ef immi 
gration, commercial expansion ° and 


edusation. But the buildings are go- 
ing um now. The old-established citi- 
zen, who takes you out driving, cames 
suddenly on a road cut through ' the 
popula.ns for what purphse he can’t sry 
further on a new, house, building in a 
thicket, whose he knows not. So rapt 
idly and unconsciously is the work. of 
the builder going on ‘in Edmpniton. 
Nineteen years ago H. B. Co. lots were 
sco'di at $50.09 each along the river, and 
tha peop!te called it a “boom.” To-day 
a. lot 6n Jasper avenue, anywhere _be- 
twdea the H. LB. Co. store and the Al- 
herta Hotel, zoes for $50.69 a feot and 
the maa io the Street Says it is no 
boom, but a healthy expansion. and 
better 50. ied 

Every building serves a double pur- 
poo; that of the builder; that of time. 
The log shanty under the biuff once 
kept snow and wind from its occu- 
pnot. The builder is gone now; but 
ths shanty still stands as a monument 
telling the craveller a tale ofa past 
that is gone with kim: How muh 
more sioquent a monument must be a 
building on one of the streets of Ed- 
mostor. While it is true that to Ed- 
moviton muist the farmer from the far 
plains come with his hay, grain, cat- 
tle, ana pork, and the traveller from 
the sorth posts with his furs, end the 
freighter off the irails with his wag- 
ous, it is not the iess certain that 
from Edmonton must every town on 
the ©. & E. from Red Deer narthward 
get its standard \of measurement. 
What Edmonton does in the ,large, 
that her neighbor iowns will do in 
little, what Edmonton does in the 
sinall they will do “on \ythe cheap.” 
Either her parsimony or her extrayva- 
gance is likely to find imatators. 

It were better to go slowly. The 
buiidtag of a city is not merely the 
multiplication of places of business. If 
that were so we might string half a 
deezn Ponokas along Jasper Ave. and 
stili call it the main street of a city. 
Then some day in thiscountry of cheap 
coal, big fires and cold nights, a fire 
might get up and lick every wooden 
ebaek up clean; just as it did in old 
London two hundred and forty years 
ago; just as it did in Hull and Ottawa 
last spring. Should we (then -either 
merit or receive any help from Calgary 
or Winnipeg? Should we not rather 
be reminded that‘in the beginning we 
made a city of wooden shacks and in 
the slavery of building forgot the ty- 
ranny of fire! ,We call such fire biesst 
ings when they end the bad work oi 
our predecessors in the art of build+ 
ing. We forget that we ourselves are 
She predecessors and owe to posterity 
an enlizhtened account of our stew- 
ardship in the days of construction: 

Again, because every second man’s 
loss is covered by insurance we forget 
thalt a fine which licks up part of a 
city’s history is a.a calamity. All 
destruction other than of natural de- 
enly: is a calamity. If we cannot build 
so as to obviate destruction by fire, 
wivd and flood we are not fit te build 
a eity which is to be the heme and 
the business place of coming genera- 
tions, The multiplication ;of ~asur- 
ace agencies in a town is no guarany 
tee of either its immunity from fire 
or its financialsstability. But in the 
mad: rush te wali in,a main street and 
take our stand in the market place we 
hustle up littie wooden shacks, east 
and west ,cover them with red sheet 


irpn, pay 2 fat premium on an ineur- 
amee policy and call them both fire 
Proof and artistic. Some of our Sad- 


katchewan valley gales would drive a 


fire against a sheet iron siding so 
hard that it must be greemer spruce 
thaa goes into the walks of Jasper 
nvepme that would refuse to ignite: 
especially with the friendly aid of a 
cond of paper tight under the iron. It 
13 a Municipal crime to permit ‘the 
multiplication of these combustible lit- 
tle wooden shacks on a main street, 
By actual count out of one hundred 
aod five buildings on Jasper avenue 
between the H. B. Co store and the 
immigration shed 87 are of wood 


with or without sheet iron siding, It 
is time to call a halt. The munici- 
rality has a right to protect itself, 
It\appointts a council to look after the 
interests of the town. The council 
should pass a by-law to minimize if 
they cannot prevent the multiplica- 
tioa of timber shanties on the main 
street. A man should be encouraged 
to build with brick. If he is anxious 
fo enlarge his premises and \cannot 
afford to put up briek the municipaj- 
ity can well afford to grant him com- 
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mutation of his taxes for five ‘years 
in return for a lien on a good brick 
building. 

Nor 1s Edmonton teo well equipped 
to.copa witha big fire. As far ag men 
aod applianeas are concerned little re- 
maias to be desired but high pressure 
from a system of waiterworks, Bui 
the priacipis of giving a premium of 
five dollars for the first team to land 
up at the fire engine after the alarm 
is a trifle to risky. Suppose the 
alarm sounded at midnight. How 
many teams would be at the fire hal} 
in three minutes after the alarm? 
Suppose a storm was on. How many 
men would turn out of bed and dive 
horses into it for five dollars? Sup- 
pose the first team that got to the 
fire hail should take a notion to balk 
on the turn-out. How many fires 
would be considerate enough to balk 
till the team go! ready ?. Thare is no 
lack of horses and no Jack of men to 
handle tnem. But the principle af 
leaving the arrival of both to chance 
on a stake of five dollars is unworthy 
the safety of so important a town as 
Edmontion. There should be horses in 
the fice hall at least over night. Or 
zome day we may have to fill the im- 
migration ehed with people who came 
here before it was built. It-will be 
small satisfaction then to know that 
every second man’s loss was fully cov~ 
ered by insurance, 

Again if we cannot build s0 as to 
make our streets admirable for archi- 
tecture we are not iit to build a city 
which is to ba the home of an enlighi- 
ened people and of their children, The 
firchitecture of a city must be taken 
as aa expression of the art sense of 
its inhabitants. Nature rolled that 
width of the Saskatchewan between 
those magnificent poplared banks, 
flung the far ups and cowns of a great 
country side mile upon mile for the 
white specks of houses to rest upon 
and, hungtin-a big sky such clouds as 
men never see in the east. With so 
much cf beauty in landscape,more than 
about town or any city west of Fort 
William,should the builders of Edmon- 
ton be satisfied with village build- 
ings on its sireets®? Rather should 
they noi aim to make the beauty of 
ths city the natural culmination o¢ 
the m¥jesty of the country? We are 
tofhiave a court’ house, a public schoo] 
ant a anew church for the next three 
public buildings. Let 1s hope they 
may be worthy monuments twenty 
years from now. Edmonton is too con- 
iplouous to be hid. No public building 
injit should ever be too ugly to be seen. 
Neither should Edmonton be a glare of 
red paint, because every elevator from 
Fort Wiiliam westward is red. If the 
business men will persist in smearing 
Jasper avenue with the ugliest shade 
af redj to be found in a soap- wrapper 
premium chromo, the builders of 
aouses ought to give red a wide berth;

The captain fearing to jeopardize the 
seventy saloon passengers, with- 
drew his men and abandoned the for- 
wand parti of the ship to the rioters, 
where they were kept by armed men 
at the hatchways.

WHIRPOOL ON THE LIARD, 

Mr. W. Cleveland, of Los Angelos, 
California, has furnished the Youth’s 
Companion with the following ac- 
count of a singular natural phenom- 
enon which he observed during his 
trip from Fort Simpson to Fort Hal- 
kett, via the Liard river jin the Can: 
adian Northwest Territories: 


“After making three other portages 
we came to Whirlpool rapids, or 
Rapids of the Drowned, one of the 
most curious in the world, being not 
continuous, but intermittent. The 
water here has formed a large basin 
round which it sweeps rapidly, seem- 
ingly drawn to the centre, where a 
hole, about 18 inches across and of 
an unknown depth, forms. Suddenly 
the water seems to heave up through 
the hole from below, ‘the pool staps 
whirling, and the water rushes off 
down, stream, but in a few moments 
again resumes circling. 

“We threw a smiull log into the 
pool, which, being drawn down the 
hole, caused the water to heave up 
and pour out as a rapid, a conse- 
quence which is taken advantages of 
by the natives, as we csoon had oc 
casion to observe. 

“By keeping close tio the shore we 
had avoided being drawn into the 
pool, and after getting safely by we 
were surprised to see a boat with 
two Indians coming raipdly down- 
stream, both the men smoking and 
seemingly unconscious cf danger. 
Upon striking the pool, their boat be- 
gan to swing round ‘broadside to’ and 
we expected to see it engulfed, but 
as it neared the centre one of the 
Indians arose, holding a large bucket, 
and when near enough dropped this 
vessel directly down the hole, which 
apparently stopped the suction, for 
at once the water began to heave up 
ana ‘stop circling, and the Indian boat 
raa safely down stream.” 1

Mr. Gairdner 
was a private in the Battleford Rifles 
during the second rebellion, for service 
int which he received a medal and clasp 
settling after the rebellion on a farm 
at St. Albert where he tamght the Bel- 
rose school from 88 to ’92. Since ’92 
deceased has resided in Edmonton, be+ 
iaz appointed a justice of the peace 
by the Nerthwest zovernment, which 
position he held until his death.
